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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding Applicant's argument that Naik does 
not anticipate every limitation of the invention as presented in claims 2, 1 1, and 18 t the Examiner respectfully disagrees. Naik discloses 
a document editor which enables a user to layout a document of text, graphics, and pictures, which form different regions of the 
document. The claimed invention only requires that the there be one or more regions for which the user specifies different print quality 
levels. Thus, the Examiner does not agree with Applicant that the invention as presented in claims 2, 11, and 18 defines regions in such 
a way that two or more regions of the same text, graphics, or photos could be designated with two different. Thus, the Examiner still 
believes that the regions (by manipulating text, graphics, and photos in a WYSIWYG editor as taught by Naik and shown in a screen 
view in fig. 2A) falls within the broad but reasonable scope of the limitations defining claims 2, 1 1, and 18. The Examiner believes the 
document editor that would be implemented by the disclosure of Naik is WYSIWYG because the tick marks around the edge of the mixed 
object document shown in fig. 2A typically correspond to actual page dimensions, and thus is a WYSIWYG representation. The 
Examiner believes the mixed object document as shown in fig. 2A of Naik is manipulated with a graphical user interface and thus would 
use at least in part a mouse and display cursor as is defined in claims 5 and 12. The Examiner believes Naik and Kamasak teach the 
limitations of independent claim 25 for the same reasons as stated above in regard to claims 2, 11, and 18. The Examiner notes that a 
proper 1.132 declaration has not been made in page 1 1 of the response. The declaration is not supported by any evidence. Thus, for 
these reasons the Examiner maintains the rejection of the invention as presented in the claims at the present time. 
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
